It is alleged, however, that if there is any 
profit to be derived from the loss or destruc 
tion of paper currency, that the Province and 
not private Companies should reap the beno- 
fit. This proposition is by no means axiom- 
atic, 23 we can see no violation of right in al- 
lowing this privilege to the present chartered 
Banks, It is one of their legitimate sources 
of profit, and one of the inducements to a large 
circulation of capital, which benefits the whole 
community. Take away thisindacement, and 
the circulation will be proportionably restrict- 
ed. and business thereby impaired.

So 
this argument falls to the ground, a 
Besides the objection abgye indicated, there 
is another stronger still, At present the Banks 
trade largely on theircredit, Their bills are 
not money, but only promises to pay so much 


the interest on the specie locked up in their 
vaults is equivalent to the interest on the same 
amount of paper in circulation, and must be 
deducted to ascertain net profits; but then 
the amount of bills in circulation is immense- 
ly greater, as a gencral rule, than the specie 
in tho vaults,—so that all that is made in this 
excess is clear profit, and entirely made out 
of credit, The Bank of Issue will destroy 
this source of gain, and the Banks will hence- 
forth be obliged to trade on capital instead 
of credit, Every dollar bill loaned then will 
represent a dollar in hard cash, aud will be 
worth to therm nearly all that they, will be able 
to fet from their customers. The consequence 
will be that when the present Charters ex- 
pire, the Banks will stop discounting, shut up 
their country agencies, and establish them- 
selves in those cities and centres of commerce 
where they can profit by foreign exchange. 
[tis doubtful whether even so large a town 
as Belleville would havea Bank agency loft, 
should Mr. Galt’s Bill become the law of the 
Jand. One thing is inevitable, that is, busi- 
ness men would be obliged to go somewhere 
besides the Banks to look for pecuniary ns-

All we bave to say is, the 
points of difference are mach more numerous 
than those of resemblance. Wo need only 
mention one, and that is tho political aspect. 
The Bank of England is independent of all 
and covery political influence, while Mr, Galt’s 
Bank would be completely subject to the par- 
ty Ih power, and would control the political 
destinies of the country. 

In the United States, a National Bank was 
tried, and abandoned as injurious to the beat 
interests of the country, ‘he measure was 
vetoed both by Jacksou and ‘Tyler, and nei- 
ther was rash in his judgment, or corrupt in 
political transactions, We might well afford 
to take a leaf from the oldun expericnee of 
our neighbors, 

At first we wero inclined to look at this

‘No man can afford to carry his in- 
dependence of character 80 far as to be indor 
pendent of his Maker; and othér saleguards 
will bo insuiliciont to proxerve young men 
from the many dangers surrounding them, if 
they neglect to come for instruction and guid- 
ance to thofountain of wisdom, ‘The Tecture, 
though very long, was listened to with broath 
Joss attention by a lange audicnce.

TRONICAL PRAISE. 


The Inst Jntelligencer gives publicity to a 
pretended letter from an Episcopalian Olergy- 
nian of Cobourg, respecting a stabbing affray 
vhich took place some three years ago in 
Scarborough, and in some prefatory remarks 
gives credit to Conrtable Wilson for ferreting |

This sams up in round numbers for Upper 
Canada $2,760,—for Lower Canada $374,015, 
—or for every dollar expended in Upper Ca- 
nada for the maintenance of Police, there 
hace been one hundred and thirty-five dollars 
expended in Lower Canada! How is this 
enormous disproportion to be accounted for? 
Is it because the population of French extrac- 
tion are more addicted to Inw-breaking than 
others, and therefore require to be more close- 
ly watched? Ifa system of espionage is nb- 
solutely essential to the proservation of good 
government,among Frenchmen, then Louis 
Napoleon is justitiable in the policy which he 
maintains, If the Lower C.nadians will ad- 
mit this, we have not a word to say furthor 
than this,—they ghould not shoulder upon us 
the burthens and inconveniences arising from 
Bat if, as 
is the case, we are obliged to support our do- 
mestic police by a Municipal tax, and in addi- 
tion to this pay (two-thirds of the expense of 
theirs, the affvir is still more monstrous.— 
‘Take for exumple any one of the years pre- 
sented in the Return previons to 1857, and 
we find no charge on the public Revenue for 
Polfce service in Upper Canada, while in Low- 
er Canada the annual ‘expense ranged from 
$11,000 to $64,000! In 1857, when-the pop: 
ulation of the western section was much larger 
than the Eastern, the latter drow from the 
public chest $24,183 50c. for this purpose, 
while the former obtained not a single dollar. 
Is this system of preference to one section at 
the expense of the other fair and honest? Is 
it bearable to bt thus annually robbed in or- 
der that the Governminent may possess a Lower 
Canadinn majority? Yet it is the very sys- 
tem which some renegades from Upper Can- 
ada support and perpetuate, Are the Blect- 
ors satisfied with their behaviour? If so, let 
them ratify their conduct, and not grumble 
about the expense. By all means sond thern 
to Parliament again and again, for a good 
thing cannot be repeated too frequently.

Frecland, who was so bru- 
tnlly beaten by them, has lived in Belleville 
the whole tinie, and been seen by them almost 
every day, yet they have not attempted to ar- 
rest hin or bring him to justice for his felo- 
nious conduct! How does this accord with 
the active vigiiance awarded to them by the 
writer in the /nfelligencer? And how is it 
that this vigilance, which has lain so long dor- 
mant, has been so suddenly aroused? Per. 
haps the civil action and the prospect of heavy 
damages, had something to do with it. At 
any rate, how is it that Constable Wilson, af- 
ter taking so much pains to get at the facts (?) 
of this atrocious picce of business, did not go 
before the proper authorities, and have the 
guilty party brought to justice? He is here 
in Belleville, walking boldly along the strects 
in open daylight whenever he wishes, and 
might be arrested any moment the Constables 
desired todo so, It is evident, however, that 
this model detective is not avxious to resort 
to any such extreme measures, but being of 
a merciful disposition, would rather leave the 
guilty party to escape, afid to secure it effect- 
ually he rushes ifto print with the wliole 
story! If Freeland is guilty he must be very 
thankful for this timely notice,—if not, it ap- 
pears to us that some one is guilty of a very 
gross libel upon his character, and for very 
unworthy motives, 
After viewing the wholo circumstances of 
the case, the intelligont reader can only come 
to one of two conclusions:—either that the 
Frecland who has instituted legal proceedings 
against our Town Constables is not tie Free- 
Jand who committed the alleged assault in 
Scarborough three years ago, or else that the 
whole story has been concocted for the pur- 
pose of damaging his reputation, and defeat- 
ing the pending suits, We leave the parties 
implicated to take whichever horn of the di- 
Jemma they choose. In tho mean time we 
protest’ most emphatically against such un- 
warrantable proceedings on the part of offi- 
cers of justice, who, like Caesar's wifo, should 
always be “above suspicion.” i 
Imitating the grave irony of the Jatelligen-

The Farm. 
EFFECT OF MANURES ON CROPS, 


DY J. ©, NRSDIT, LONDON, BNGLAND. 


I have now to speak oo another point, 
namely, the effect of manures on the pro 
duction of plants, Before doing that, lot 
me observe that what wo call the roots of 
turvips and mangel wurzol are not, botani- 
‘ott | cally speaking, roots, but bulbous formations, 
intended to accumulate the necessary ue 
terials for tho production of seed ins sub- 
equ ot your, Now oa regard the growth 
of plants, there is one thing ought to be 
borue in mind by those who are practically 
engaged in the work, namely, that you may 
ovor-produce a thing, or stimulate one por 
tion of a plant to the detrimont of another 
portion, You know that if you sow wheat 
upon a dunghill you will get straw, and ne 
grain, ‘Tho reason of this is obvious; aud 
it applies not merely to whoat, but to & 
grent many other plants to which itis not 
generally supposed to apply : itis, that the 
notion of too large av Amount of stimulating 
manure at an ourly period is, to cause the 
formation of large vellular tissues, by which 
the power of the manure is thrown too 
much into the formation or production of 
the first portion of the plants; aod when 
you want afterwards to fill the cells with 
imatorials of nutrition, it turns out that you 
have nothing to follow ou with, To the 
caso of turnips the reeult is simply this that 
you have a large developement of loaf, and 
too gront an extension of the cellular tissues 
of the turnips, which cells do not subse- 
quently get filled up with the proper amount 
of starch and other nutritious substances. 
In the case of wheat the result is similar. 
You may stimulate wheat, or Harley, or onts 
to such an extent that the product will be 
all stalk, there being no power to produce 
the ear of corn; or if the ear be produced, 
it will contain no seed, or seed of inferior 
quality, It is for this reason—the question 
being ove to which my attention bas been 
directed for some years—that I have recom- 
mended the use of salt and lime, and other 
substances of the same kind, which have 
the power of arresting the too-varly growth 
of wheat or otlier straws when your object 
is to obtain the ear. I think this cannot be 
repeated too often, for I am sorry to say 
that, notwithstanding all that has been said 
on the subject, the facts do not seem to be 
yet sufficiently appreciated by those who 
ure practically engaged in agriculture,—

or hay, you cannot manure too lighly with 
ammonical and phosphatical matters in or- 
der to obtain the largest quantity of pro- 
duce. In all cases in which you want the 
early products, the grass or hay, you cannot 
do better than apply ammonical and solu- 
ble phospliatical manures to the greatest 
extent in your power.— Canadian Agricul- 
turist, 


PUTTING CORN TO BED. 


Tt is a little out of season, just now, we 
know, to think of cultivating Indian corn; 
but a fact has just come to our knowledge 
which we beg to mention beturs it is for- 
gotten, It is this: A farmer in Massachu- 
setts, feeling quite certain, from the sharp- 
ness of the air one Afternoon in May, that 
his corn woul be nipped with frost that 
vight, called/all his bands together, und 
covered about an acre of young blades 
with dirt, by simply hosing a little soil 
oyer each hill The frost came, and the 
next day was so cold that he left the coro 
covered, Next day, on rewoving the dirt, 
the blades looked, he suid, “as if they had 
‘ain in bed two nights with their clothes 
on,” but in a day or two they recovered, 
and grew ayain as if they bad not beea 
uched. The remainder of bis tield and 
his ovighlors' fields were cut to the ground.
